Crimes have their origins as living 
organisms have their beginnings in 
a single cell. . 
The crimes of the 21 Trotzky- 
Bukharin conspirators standing in 
the dock in Moscow began to mature 
in the first, gasping days of the 
young Socialist Republic from De- 
cember 1917 to March 1918, when 
the problem of a separate peace for 
the Soviet Government faced the 
new government “with the gravest 
crisis of the revolution” (Lenin). 
The capitalist Government was 
overthrown by the people in October 
1917; m October, Lenin faced the 
Soviet Congress and proclaimed 
exultantly that “now we can get 
down to the building of Socialism.” 


But it was with the declaration of 
peace on March 3, 1918 in the fa- 


Socialist Republic achieved the “re- 
spite,’ the “breathing space” in 
which Lenin saw the opportunity to 
build a new Socialist society on the 
ruins of Czarist-capitalist Russia. 
Lenin paid with his life for signing 
the Brest-Litovsk peace, for bring- 
ing peace to the Soviet Union. The 
Brest-Litovsk Treaty of March 1918 
and the furious struggle which 
Lenins enemies especially the Puk- 
harin and Trotzky cliques, waged 
against it, culminated in the at- 
tempt by the Socialist-Revolution- 
ist terrorist Dora Kaplan to assas- 
sinate Lenin on August 30, 1918. 
From the bullet wounds Lenin later 
died. 

We know today, that the plot to 
kill Lenin, to seize the reins of Gov- 
ernment and reverse the stand of 
Lenin for peace, was organized not 
only by the Socialist-Revolution- 
aries but by them in the closest 
association with Bukharin 4nd 
Troteky. “The investigating au- 
thorities now have at their disposal 
incontestable evidence that the 
dastardly attempt on Lenin's life 
committed by the Socialist-Revolu- 
tionary, Kaplan, on August 30, 1918, 
was a direct outcome of the criminal 
designs of the ‘left’ Communists 
headed by Bukharin and their ac- 
complices, the ‘Left’ and Right So- 
clalist - Revolutionaries, and was 
carried out at the initiative of the 
accused Bukharin.”

MOSCOW, March 6.—The picture of the courtroom 
in the trial of the 21 Trotzkyist-Bukharinist wreckers, 
spies and traitors to the Soviet Government seems a very 


simple one. 


Only a barrier separate the accused from the rest of 


the courtroom. Near them 
stand Red Army soldiers, 
poised at attention with 
rifles held close to their 
sides. 

But the picture is far 
different than the ordinary 
setting might seem to imply.

Under the 
gaze of the crowded court where there are representatives 
of the Soviet public, workers, scientists, Red Army men, 
correspondents of the foreign press, members of diplo- 
matic corps—the accused bear themselves with a freedom, 
an ease such as could be assumed in no other court in the 
world. 

They get up. They go out. They change places. They 
give any evidence in sequence which they think necessary. 
The hand of the prosecutor cleverly draws intricate threads 
of examination but without any of the bombast and out- 
bursts usually associated with prosecutors, without rude- 
ness or finely-laid traps. 

At all times prosecutor Vishinsky is polite, consider- 
ate, a soft-spoken figure—the Soviet prosecutor per- 
sonified. 

Vishinsky puts a question to Bessonov. But Bessonov 
wants to continue his evidence on some previous point. 
Vishinsky does not interrupt. He lets him finish, holding 
his questions until Bessonov has completely covered his 
desired point. 

An example of Vyshinsky's procedure, his method 
of examination can be gleaned from the following scene 
at the trial.

This was the 
suitable, the very moment when ordinarily a prosecutor 
would attempt some devastating retort, a sharp, acid- 
dripped accusation, lending color and drama to the al- 
ready drama-packed atmosphere of the courtroom. 
But the Soviet prosecutor, Vyshinsky, does not strive 
for cheap effects. He is not interested in melodramatic 
color and invectives for the sake of invectives. All he 
says is: “I hear no reply. I have no questions to ask.” 

Krestinsky once again resorts to a new trick when 
the comparisons of facts, clues, evidence incriminates 
him of instructing diplomat Bessonov to spoil relations 


between the U.S. S. R. and Germany in every way possible. 


Krestinsky, whose hearing has never been known to be 
impaired, discovers that it is difficult to follow the pro- 
ceedings. He can’t hear well. 

Unruffled, Vyshinsky asks the chairman of the court 
to give Krestinsky the most convenient place, asks Bes- 
sonov to repeat what he said before spécially for Krestin- 
sky and politely asks Krestinsky to listen more carefully. 

At the same time Vyshinsky cannot conceal the light 
irony of his questions, of his considerate instructions, 
just as at times he doesn’t hide a smile or evince a ges- 
ture of surprise. He remains, always however, a credit 
to his calling as the Soviet prosecutor. 

For Vyshinsky knows that the truth is on his side. 
And he knows that the lies, the falsehoods, the degen- 
eracy is on the side of the accused. 

Vyshinsky knows that with him are the whole So- 
viet people, the innocent victims of these murderous 
enemies of the Soviet people, these servants of the Ges- 
tapo, on whose hands drips the blood of children in Ma- 
drid, in Shanghai, of those who have fallen in the strug- 
gle against fascism and war in the fight for peace, bread, 
freedom and democracy.
